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Schools consider trimester course work

A move to convert the Romulus High 
School class schedule from a traditional 
semester system to a trimester configuration 
appears headed toward approval. 

Board of education members listened to a 
presentation by Dan Hurst, the principal of 
Romulus High School, regarding the benefits 
of making such a move at their regular meet- 
ing last week. According to Superintendent of 
Schools Carl Weiss, the information was well- 
received by the board. ) 

“There’s quite a few reasons we started 
looking a trimesters for students,” he said. 
“One is that high school requirements have

changed, it may be a batter way to make sure 
students meet those requirements and still 
have the ability to take electives and career- 
training courses.” 

In western Wayne County, and in other 
areas, trimesters are becoming more common- 
place. 

In the past year, several districts have either 
implemented trimesters or resolved to devise 
a plan for the 2008-09 school year. The districts 
of Garden City, Westwood, Dearborn 7, Trenton 
and Lincoln Park implemented trimesters this 
year, according to district research. 

New graduation requirements implement- 
ed by the state this year left little leeway for 
students focusing on specific academic pro- 
gramming such as career and technical train- 
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ing. The new requirements include four years 
of math, and increased coursework in English, 
and science. 

Weiss said CTE (Career and Technical 
Education) students, who often spend much of 
their day in specialized training such as culi- 
nary arts, building trades or cosmetology. 

“They were affected by the curriculum 
changes more than other students, but this 
gives other students an opportunity to take 
more electives as well,” he said. 

Some of those opportunities — because stu- 
dents’ schedules will change more often - 
include a reduced course load at any given 
time. Students would be able to focus on five

“All of that would be true - we 
have much more on our plate 
when we speak of the condition 
of our community in these 
times,” he added.

Court allows recall of legislator to proceed

The process to recall State 
Rep. Mare Corriveau (D- 
Northville) from office can con- 
tinue, said a Wayne County 
Circuit judge on Friday. 

Judge William Glovian 
reversed an earlier decision by 
the Wayne County Elections 
Commission, which ruled that 
language contained in the peti- 
tion to recall Corriveau along 
with Rep. Andy Dillon (D- 
Redford) and Rep. Ed Gaffney 
(R-Grosse Pointe Farms) 
“unclear” and potentially confus- 
ing to voters. 

“Tt’s a pretty good decision by 
the judge. The (Wayne County) 
Election Commission was play- 
ing politics and the judge ruled 
according to the Constitution,” 
said John Hett, a Plymouth 
Township resident who leading 


The recall is a procedure in 
the Michigan State Constitution 
that allows citizens to remove 
and replace a public official 
before the end of his or her term 
of office. In order to remove 
Corriveau from office, recall sup- 
porters must collect approxi- 
mately 10,500 signatures from 
registered voters residing in 
Plymouth, Plymouth Township, 
Northville, Northville Township 
and Wayne. 

Recall supporters must sub- 
mit the valid signatures to the 
secretary of state by May 1 in 
order to have the recall election 
in August. If recalled, it is possi- 
ble for the 20th district to go with- 
out representation in Lansing 
until the winner of the November 
election is sworn into office in 
January 2009. 

Rose Bogaert, chair of the 
Wayne County Taxpayers 


providing aid and support to 
county recall drives, said the rep- 
resentatives are being recalled 
because of their works to raise 
state taxes. Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm approved a bipartisan 
measure to raise taxes in 
Michigan in order to balance the 
state budget. 

“Our taxes have gone up 
therefore prohibiting the state’s 
ability to economically recover,” 
said Boegart, who also serves on 
the board of directors of the 
Michigan Taxpayers Alliance 
(MTA). 

“Our elected officials need to 
be taught a lesson,” said Bogaert. 
“They need to go now,’ 

Corriveau said the recall 
effort is less about his vote to 
raise taxes and more about con- 
servatives trying to regain their 
influence in the district. 

Corriveau said MTA and for-

mer Republican state legislator 
Leon Drolet, the leader of the 
group, are following the orders of 
sponsors in Washington to attack 
Democrats and moderate 


ing with 10 recall drives through- 
out the state. 

_ “Pm not going to stop working 
hard doing what people in the 
district want me to do,” said 
Corriveau, who plans to run for 
reelection this November. “T will 
not make decisions based on fear 
from threats led by Leon Drolet,” 
he added. 

Calls to Drolet were not 
returned by press time. 

While the election is nine 
months away, Hett said the time 
is now to recall Corriveau from 
Lansing. 

“It’s a conservative district 
and (Corriveau) is not keeping up 
with the wishes of his district,’ 
said Hett who added that 
Corriveau could never again 
serve as 20th district representa- 
tive if recalled. 

“T think that’s what we're look- 
ing to do,’ Hett said. 


World bowling competition rolls into Canton Township 


The largest women’s sporting 
event in the world is coming to 
Canton Township, and it will 
provide a major economic 
impact to the area. 

The United States Bowling 
Congress (USBC) will bring the 
Women’s Championship 
Bowling Tournament to 
Superbowl on Ford Road in 
Canton Township. The event will 
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take place from April 10 to July 6 
and bring in about 45,000 
bowlers from the U.S. as well as 
places as far away as Bermuda 
and Australia. 

Kurt Kosmowski, a 
spokesperson for the Detroit 
Sports Commission, said the 
event would bring a lot of rev- 
enue into the region. 

“Based on what has hap- 
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pened in other cities, it could be 
in the $40 million range,” he 
said. “It’s an enormous event. It’s 
a very prestigious event to have 
in town.” 

It’s hard to get, too. Roger 
Philipi, director of operations for 
Community Bowling Centers—of 
which Superbowl is a part—is 
also head of the Detroit Host 
Committee. He said he’s been 


trying to bring the tournament to 
town for several years. 

“Tt has taken us about 10 years 
to get it here,” he said. 

The process works like that of 
other major sporting events. A 
committee pitches the communi- 
ty to the event organizers. First 
the city is chosen, and then the 
committee evaluates individual 
facilities to find out the best loca- 


tion. 

The last time the event was in 
the Detroit area was 1954. 

“Sometimes you have to con- 
tinue to try,” Philipi said. 

He said he expects 9,000 
teams to take part in the four- 
month tournament, including 
teams from the U.S., Australia, 
Canada, England, Japan, Puerto 
Rico, Saudi Arabia and Canada. 
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Energy savings net schools conservation award

Dialing down the thermostat is saving 
big bucks in the Romulus Community 
School District. 

In fact, an ongoing effort to bring down 
the cost of energy at the six district build- 
ings was recognized when the schools 
accepted an “Energy Pacesetter Award” 
recently. 

The award is given by Energy 
Education Inc., a consortium with which 
the district partners that guides schools on 
how to save energy—and money—and 
then redirect those funds to classroom 
resources. 

Superintendent Carl Weiss accepted 
the award at the Jan. 14 school board 
meeting. He said the district has worked 
hard to bring energy costs into line. 

“Money spent on energy is not money 
we like to spend,” said Weiss. “We weren't 
sure the partnership (with Energy 


Education) was going to save money at 


first, but it’s worked out better than we ~ 


expected. 

“The money we saved can now be 
spent on teachers and textbooks — the 
things we like to spend money on,” Weiss 
added. 

Since the district entered into an 
alliance with Energy Education 13 months 
ago, $640,290 has been saved by making 
some simple changes, according to district 
numbers. That number signifies a reduc- 
tion of about 30 percent in cost savings to 
the district. 

The changes made at the district 
include: Educating district employees on 
the effect of personal energy consumption 
in their classrooms, dialing down the ther- 
mostat during off-hours and in the hall- 
ways, and performing regular energy 
audits at all facilities. 

“The teachers and employees really 
responded well to the changes we wanted 
to make,” Weiss said. ‘““We asked them to 


consider the effect it would have if every- 
one has*their own coffee pot, their own 
mini-refrigerator, and their own 
microwave,” he said. “So we asked that if 
they have a mini-fridge, to make sure it’s 
at least half full. We also asked teachers to 
keep classroom doors closed — we keep it 
cooler in the hallways.” 

Also, audits — are performed at build- 
ings to make sure employees are in com- 
pliance, and that conditions in the build- 
ings are comfortable for staffers. Energy 
Education provided software the district 
could use to determine what the tempera- 
ture should be. The same software moni- 
tors the buildings from a remote location, 
Weiss said. 

Revising district energy policies was 
encouraged after a statewide recession hit 
about seven years ago. In Michigan, 
schools and other local governmental enti- 
ties are struggling with finances because 
of continuing economic doldrums, said 
Weiss. 


As a result, everything from energy con- 
servation, to staffing to operational expen- 
ditures has been placed under the micro- 
scope. In the past two years, the district 
has had to lay off staff members to balance 
the $22 million budget. 

School Board President Celeste 
Roscoe said she’s surprised the program 
helped save more than $600,000. 

“T thought we would do well in the first 
year, but I didn’t think (the savings) would 
be that much,” she said. “But it’s a result 
of everyone working together to find ways 
to save money wherever we can.” 

Dr. William Spears, the CEO of Energy 
Education, lauded the achievement. 

“Reaching this level of savings at this 
stage of the program is a significant 
achievement,” he said. “The superinten- 
dent and the school board, along with the 
administration, faculty and staff members 
are commended for clearly fulfilling their 
commitment to being good stewards of the 
taxpayers’ money and the environment.”

and/or improved level of services 
to our residents,” he said. “Most 
importantly, we have done this 
with no layoffs of city employees. 
While cities across Michigan are 
being forced to lay-off employees 
including police and fire—we 
have all pitched in to preserve 
our workforce, a credit to each 
and every city employee.” 

About 300 officials and resi- 
dents gathered to hear the 
speech. Councilwoman Ellen 
Craig-Bragg said she felt the 
address was well received. 

“This was clearly one of 
(Lambert’s) better speeches,” she 
said. “He spoke about the 
progress we’re making in light of 
some difficult circumstances. I 
think the audience responded to 
the address well. He did a good 
job.”

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courses instead of six — but those 
classes would change more often. 
Also, under the new curricu- 
lum requirements, students have 
fewer chances to make up a 
required course if they failed it 
the first time out, said Weiss. 
District officials and employ- 
ees at the high school began 
researching trimesters last year. 
One immediate concern about 
trimesters is how much of a logis- 
tical problem converting the cur- 
rent system would cause, said 
Board President Celeste Roscoe. 
“T had questions about this, 
and most of them have been 
answered,” she said. “The biggest 


problem is going to be making the 
change — we have some students 
and teachers who have worked a 
certain way for a long time. 

Staff awareness has been one 
ingredient needed to make a con- 
version successful, Weiss said. 

“We had several informational 
meetings,” he said. “We involved 
the staff immediately. Some dis- 
tricts just decided to make a 
change, and didn’t tell anyone 
until after the change was 
approved. We didn’t want that. 
The staff was involved every step 
of the way.” 

Roscoe said she believes the 
plan will be approved once some 
lingering questions are answered. 
Weiss said he hopes to have board 
approval secured by February, at 
the latest.

The worst of politics 


Last week, a Wayne County Circuit Court judge ruled that recall 
efforts could continue against four state legislators—including State 
Rep. Mare Corriveau (D-Northville). 

That means it’s up to voters to end this farce. 

Petitions may be circulated throughout Corriveau’s district, which 
includes Plymouth, Northville, the City of Wayne and a portion of 
Canton Township to get the issue placed on the ballot. It’s unlikely 
that Wayne residents will see any—the Democratic stronghold is 
largely responsible for electing Corriveau into office in the first place. 

The reason for the recall is ostensibly Corriveau’s decision to sup- 
port a tax increase, although the one put forth by Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm was supported by members of both parties and Corriveau 
voted against the increase in the service tax—which has since been 
repealed, anyway. 

This silly recall effort is a waste of time. It’s not about taxes, either. 
Corriveau’s district had been—until two years ago—heavily 
Republican. It was drawn up to ensure a Republican presence in that 
district. Wayne was even added in to silence the Democratic voice of 
that city. His victory in 2006 helped the Democrats gain control of the 
House of Representatives and Republicans want that seat back. 
That’s what this is about—that and nothing else. It’s just a cheap shot 
and bad politics. 

Corriveau has said he won't let the effort deter him from running 
again, and he shouldn’t. Whether he will have to divide his efforts to 
fight off a recall campaign while running for re-election at the same 
time remains to be seen. Corriveau laid out a successful framework 
for that during his first campaign, though, when the election season 
got a little contentious in 2006: ignore the mud and concentrate on the 
issues. 

There’s a better way for voters to indicate their displeasure in their 
representatives, and that’s to vote for someone else the next time 
around. If voters in his district are that dissatisfied with his perfor- 
mance, we think they should still not sign the recall petition if it comes 
to their door. Just pick someone else. 

A recall won't help anyone, except the self-serving people behind 
the effort. 


That’s (not) the spirit 


Is there a problem, or not? 

That’s the question we have for officials in the Van Buren 
School District and at Belleville High School. 

Claiming a need to react to several incidents at the high school, 
officials have canceled spirit week, rearranged the timing of bas- 
ketball games and turned their focus on the behavior of students, 
not their education. 

They have talked about fights in which intervening teachers 
were injured, threats of violence and suspected gang activity. They 
have indicated that the problems are caused by 1 percent of the 
student population, and yet Keith Johnston, vice-president of the 
school board, this week decided to pull his daughter out of the 
school and send her to the New Boston district. } 

“It’s not safe there,” he said of Belleville High School. “And if 
my son was a junior, he’d be gone, too.” 

Coming from a member of the school board, that quote—and 
action—brings up its own issues. We think Johnston should reex- 
amine his role on the board if he thinks the high school isn’t safe 
enough for his daughter. 

So what are the Van Buren School board members to do? They 
ran into hot water earlier in the school year when they tried to 
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The Wayne City Council members got together 
last night for the first goal setting session of the new 
year. , 

The sessions are a precursor to the upcoming 
budget season, and a little different than they are in 
other communities. In Wayne, they essentially 
amount to the various department heads talking 
about what’s been accomplished in the past year 
and what they'd like to see happen in the coming 
year. 

They're typically filled with plenty of practical 
suggestions and a few loftier visions thrown in for a 
‘wow factor. 

I'm usually most interested in two departments: 
the Community Development Department and the 
Parks and Recreation Department. It’s easy to see 
why: both center primarily on quality of life issues. 
The parks department provides those little extras 
that make living here special and the community 
development department is supposed to improve 
the overall community through smart planning and 
marketing. 

Besides, the Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) falls under its broad umbrella and any posi- 
tive change that happens in the community will 
‘most likely come from there. The DDA has the most 
money and the downtown has the most potential 
and any municipal leader will probably tell you that 
the fate of a community follows its downtown. 





For the past week, schools, churches, and 
municipalities throughout the region have set 
aside time to recognize the legacy of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. and, by extension, the men and 
women—both black and white—who risked every- 
thing by supporting the American civil rights 
movement. | 

Although budgets are tight everywhere, it 
makes me happy to see teachers and civic leaders 
making a priority of teaching children about Dr.

It’s harder to 
see the remaining hurdles, the dreams of equality 
that still have a ways to go yet, since the divisive- 
ness now seems to stick to the shadows where we, 
as a society, can pretend it doesn’t exist.

Growth requires planning, effort

There were some positive 
signs in the community develop- 
ment department goals, poten- 
tial land acquisitions that could 
bring in more residential development, the continu- 
ation of the Blight Fight as well as a desire to work 
on prominent vacancies or eyesores. 

And.there are a few of them on Michigan 
Avenue—the city’s most public face. There is the 
former Nankin Hospital property next to our office 
here, the Butler property adjacent to the Historic 
Wayne Theater and the historic theater itself, which 
may or may not be in the city’s hands by the end of 
the year. These have all been vacant for a while, 
long enough for the city to come up with a concept 
plan or conceptual zoning that would spur the kind 
of development they want. Itd be smart to get that 
under way. 

There is another subtle piece that could have an 
even greater impact across the street from the State 
Wayne Theater, at the corner of Michigan Ayenue 
and Newberry Street. I’ve long thought that parking 
lot was too big for the uses around it and it would 
make an ideal site for a structure that could lead 
people into a new downtown area. 

The changes Id like to see—and what I think 
Wayne needs—weren't there though. I think the city

of the other crusaders whose names have been 
virtually lost to the public only once a year, howev- 
er, reminds me of the story of the Christmas Truce 
that temporarily suspended war on the Western 
Front during World War I as both sides celebrated 
the holiday—it may be better. than nothing but at 
the end of the day, how much meaning can it actu- 
ally convey? 

The challenge is in nurturing that effort into 
something that is more than a one-day history les- 
son and into an understanding that transcends 
race and impacts our daily lives. I’m hopeful that 
sometime, somewhere, someone will use those 
lessons to help thrust society out of the rut of the 
Status quo and help lead citizens toward further 
embracing Dr. King’s vision of society. 

In the meantime, I’m just happy to hear about 
the simple things people are doing to further that 
vision, one person at a time.

Cloverfield opens with a group of friends setting up a 
surprise going away party for their friend Rob 
(Michael Stahl-David) who is leaving for Japan (you 
know, the place Godzilla attacks) for a job promotion. 

Miller 
who plays the goofy Marmaduke on ABC’s Carpoolers, 
is given the responsibility of videotaping farewells 
from the partygoers. Needless to say, he ends up docu- 
menting a whole lot more. 

The group of friends is narrowed down to include 
Rob’s brother Jason (Mike Vogel) and his girlfriend 
Lily Jessica Lucas), Marlena (Lizzy Caplan).and Hud 
ina frantically try to escape the impending doom. 

At the heart of all good 
movies is a love story. The small 
group has the opportunity to 
make it out of New York by 
Army escort until Rob gets a call 
from Beth (Odette Yustman), his 
true love, who is trapped in her 
collapsed apartment building 
miles away.

From an 
underwater ceremony to Southern belle 
themed ceremony, she has been there, 
done that and she has the ugly, overpriced 
outfit to prove it. 

One Saturday night, however, things 
come to a head as she racks up dresses 26 
and 27, serving as bridesmaid at two dif- 
ferent weddings on two sides of town at 
the same time with quick dress changes in 
the cab between the two.

The students — members of the 
Romulus High School Ice Carving 
Team — are busy creating some 
unique shapes for the 26th 
Annual Plymouth International 
Ice Sculpture Spectacular, where 
they will compete against other 
area high schools in the closely 
watched design competition this 
weekend. 

Charles Uszties, a culinary arts 
teacher at the school who has 
overseen the carvers for the past 
15 years, said he’s looking forward 
to showing off his students’ talent. 

“We have three carvers this 
year,” he said. “Theyre all doing 
great work — we've been working 
hard on our sculptures.” 

Preparing for the show is a 
long process for both the students 
and their instructor. Blocks of ice, 
which weight 320 pounds, are 
brought in so students can prac- 
tice. 

A typical day for the students 
includes drawing their design 
onto a large sheet of paper, and 
sticking the paper to the ice block 
by pouring water on it. Once the 
paper sticks, the students begin

cutting away the ice carefully with 
chain saws — all under Usztics’ 
supervision. 

Once the block is in a basic 
shape consistent with the overall 
design, more detailed work 
begins. 

For student Cameron Jackson, 
that means paying close attention 
to how Uszties executes the 
detailed carving that will create 
lifelike wings on a swan. 

Jackson, while chiseling away 
the feathers, said his favorite part 
of creating ice sculptures is work- 
ing with the tools. 

“T like working with the chain 
saws the best,” he said. 

Another carver, Justin 
Kuderik, is also working on his 
design for the Plymouth show. 
His design is a swimming fish. 

“He took second place last 
year with this design, and I was 
surprised because I thought it was 
a great design,” Usztics said. “He’s 
adding considerable more detail 
this year” 

Instead of a single fish, 
Kuderik is adding a baby fish to 
swim alongside its mother. 

Kuderik and Jackson will be 
joined by ninth grader William 
McCall, who is carving a seahorse.
